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REMINISCENCES OF AN EX VICE-PRESIDENT 
EVENING STUDENTS' ASSOCIATION 


It was in my third year at Sir George - 
late one evening there was a knock at 
the classroom door and in walked a 
personable type who identified himself 
as Hugh Upton. 


He explained to the 12 or 15 persons 
present that he wanted a representative 
from our class to attend an electoral 
college meeting, whose function it would 
be to elect the officers for next year's 
Evening Students!’ Association. What he 
wanted was a volunteer. We all looked 
at each other -— most of those present

It was 10 P.M. and long past my bed- 
time. It turned out I was the only 

one who didn't shake his head energeti- 
cally in a sideways direction, in 
default of which I unanimously became 
the delegate from the class taking 
"Social Aspects of Enterprise". 


In due course I was advised that all 
the delegates would attend two 
meetings on consecutive Saturdays in 
Auditorium 110 - the first when we 
would be informed of the procedures.

- I duly attended the first 
meeting, which consisted of 80 or 
90 representatives from a total 
of over 300 classes. At least 200 
had undertaken to be present, but 
were probably prevented by the 
good weekend weather. 


After the meeting, all those present 
were invited to get together on the 
7th floor to partake of refreshments 
"on the house", and get acquainted. 
As I am a sucker for pastries, at 
any price, I was only too glad to 
accept the invitation. 


In the discussions that ensued 
someone asked me whether I intended 
to run for office. Startled, I 
replied "No". Actually, it hadn't 
even occurred to me and observing 
the frenzied politicking going on 
all around would on my own never 
have given it a thought.

THE FEMALE UNIVERSITY STUDENT. 


Who is she? And to what extent does she 
participate in university life - what 
does she contribute? It was mentioned 

in the October 7th issue of "The Paper" 
that S.G.W.U. has "many young, separated 
or divorced women, with small children 
on their hands, among us". These "brave 
girls are putting up a heroic struggle 

to improve their earning power by 

coming here". And what, I ask, does this 
"heroic struggle to improve their earning 
power" consist of? The largest number of 
courses an evening student can take is 
three credits in the winter session. If 


the female student is a single working 
girl, she probably works a five-day, 
forty hour week as a secretary in a 
large manufacturing concern; and is just 
taking courses because her company is 
willing to repay her for gaining this 
"added Education". Or maybe she is a 
teacher who comes to S.G.W.U. to"absorb 
knowledge" - and yet is unwilling to 
give a little of her time to try to get 
to know her fellow students - in either 
instance, the four to six hours of 
lectures a week become a relative invest- 
ment in the future. Not too significant 
to her, perhaps, but nonetheless, isn't 
she attempting to plan a little for the 
future by taking these courses? What is 
really important about university, and 
particularly the evening university of 
S.G.W.U., is the number of credits 
obtained. Or, could there be something

There are people. And people who think 
other people are pretty keen. And people 
who want to understand, to get to know 
others a little better and to share 
Similar interests. And people who do 
something about it, Walk up to the 
office of the Evening Students’ 
Association - Room 331 - and say YOU 
would like to be the one who participates 


Let's face it - it doesn't really take 

up all THAT much time to attend evening 
university! Even if the evening student 
is a married woman, maybe with a family 
to take care of, chances are that she is 
being supported by her husband. She 
probably occupies herself with housework 
all day, but still feels the need for 
some form of intellectual stimulation. 
She could be in the process of completing 
her Degree, but more than likely she is 
just taking the courses to round out her 
status as an Accomplished Woman. She 
probably feels she could contribute some- 
thing to the culture of the university, 
but doesn't quite know how to go about it. 
Formulate your ideas into words —- make 
your contribution to S.G.W.U., and in 
particular in the Evening Students' 
Association, in the form of active rather 
than passive participation! 


There are other types of female evening 
students - more difficult to catagorize 
simply because they are women. Women who 


are employed in a wide range of jobs, and 
who are all attending evening classes for 
as many different reasons as there are 


female students. The common factor 
remains the same however - they are 
women atten ing evening university. 


Thus far, there has been an almost 

total apartheid on. the part of the women 
students to join in and help build a 
strong Evening Students' Association. A 
little time, a lot of ideas, combined with 
an earnest desire to contribute something 
to university life - this is all it takes. 
We want YOu to participate.
